Honor the Liautenani-tTovornor on the 
PSth October, 188'J. 

On a momorandun), dated Tlth October, 
1882, from tho chief cummissioiier of 
lands and works, reporting: 

That on 3rd August, 1873, the vacant 
Crown lands then open for sottlemout on 
the iiniinlaiid, within a bolt of land 40 
miles in width, extending from Hurrard 
Inlet to Tote .laune Cache, wore roaurved 
at the request of tho Dominion govern- 
ment for railway purposes. 

That on 8th May, 1880, at a further re- 
(^uest of tho same government, the legis- 
lative assembly of liritish Columbia passed 
an act authorizing tho tranafor of the said 
land to tho government of tho Dominion 
of Canada in tru.st, to he appropriatud in 
such manner as tho Dominion government 
might deem advisable in furtherance of 
I ho construction of tho Canadian Pacific 
llailvay. 

That ainco AoLrusl, L878, this largo e.t- 
tent of land, in addition to tho largo rail- 
way reserve on tho oast coast of Vancouv- 
er laland, has boon closed to euttloment.

in a cop\ ..I'iktive sense, to the injury cf 
Canad =8 every settler iu British Co- 
luiiibi.i .uUis his (piola to the customs re- 
venue of tho Dominion. 

That prior lo thu reservation referred 
to tho provincial governniont had to tho 
utmost of Its resources endeavoreil lo eii- 
courMgo settloniont upon tho lands in the
